More Than The Traffic Can Bear 


cost of war is presented in easily understood figures by 


David F.Houston in the current number of the World's Work. 


During the years 1917-20, inclusive, the United States expended 
$41,000.000,000, or fourteen billions more than all its expendi- 
tures in the 127 preceding years of its existence. 
This can readily be explained by the school of politics that 
charges everything to the "incompetence and extravagance of 
the Wilson administration." But that stereotyped cackle sud- 
denly ceases when it is shown that during the Civil War years 
from 1862 to 1866 our expenditures were $4,200,000,000 or 
more than twice as much as the Government had expended in 
its entire pre-war existence. The war of 1812 cost $151,000,000 
as compared with our total expenditures of $174,000,000 in the 
22 previous years of our national life. 
Besides those ruinous financial figures we must keep in 


mind the far ghastlier bill, namely, that more men were killed 
in the world war than had fallen on all the battlefields of Eu- 
rope in the hundred years from 1814 to 1914. 
Some 50 nations are keeping those dreadful figures and 
facts in mind. They are now meeting at Geneva, in a parlia- 
ment known as the Assembly of the League of Nations. In his 
opening speech to the assembly Dr. Wellington Koo, Chinese 
Ambassador to England, declared that the League of Nations 
would continue to work for disarmament, notwithstanding the 
cor&erence to be held at Washington. 


Our refusal to join the League estops us from participation 


in the effort at Geneva, and, in all decency, precludes us from 
criticising what may or may not be done there. But the Ameri- 
can people can powerfully assist the Washington conference, 
and the figures prepared by Mr. Houston, we submit, require 
us, as a matter of self-preservation, to do so. 


The Influence Of Unread Writers 


S 


AVE for students whose reading is prescribed and for mem- 
bers of culture clubs in the provinces, who reads Dante to- 


day? 
Not many, perhaps, altho nearly every literate person 


professed to have read the works of the man who linked ancient 
Rome and modern Italy. 


The same-thing is true of John Milton. A census of those 


who voluntarily have read "Paradise Lost" would arrive at a 
total small enough to annoy the pride of a village chamber of 
commerce. Shakespeare is kept in the popular mind thru the 
presentation of his plays on the contemporary stage, but on the 
other hand Goethe is not read, nor are Homer and Virgil. Epic- 
poets are conceded greatness, but in this generation they are 
unread. 


Of the influence of such unread writers, however, there 


can be no doubt. John Milton is politically almost as important 
as the First Amendment of the United States Constitution, and 
yet most of those who are moved by the Puritan's reasoning are 
unaware of the debt to the poet. 
Dante unquestionably is 


enormously important as a generator of ideas. In politics or so- 
cial or economic matters ideas germinate slowly and often lose 
the mark of their origin. The Italian whose imagination made 
him a supreme figure over many centuries has played an im- 
portant role even to the present. It would be impossible to 
understand the unification of Italy during the nineteenth cen- 
tury without taking Dante into account, while a good research 
student could find in his Dante the source of the Fiume 
imbroglio. 


The secret of the continued power of these historic writers, 


whose present readers are numbered by the few hundred or 
paltry thousands, must be sought in the character of the men 
and women who receive the message. A few in every genera- 
tion find satisfaction in Dante as in Milton. The minority who 
enjoy at first hand communication with one of the great spirits 
of the world distribute ultimately what they have obtained. 
Ordinarily this' few comprise the molders of opinion. 
Conse- 
quently the tradition is unbroken. The relatively unread writer 
becomes a great world force, while the man able to talk to hun- 
dreds of thousands is often as evanescent as a figure on a film.
